Thd sho wers o f the past few day s 
hav e been fine with almo st all 
farmers since mo st o f tHe seed­ 
ing has been acco mplished. 
All o f the ex tensio n agents hav e 
repo rted fav o rably o n cro ps in 
their cdunty , but Charlesto n Agent 
R. Q. Bro wn repo rted an o ut­ 
break o f Army wo rms and in Sco tt 
Co unty there were so me repo rts o f 
the cinch bug. 
The dry weather affects main’y 
the black so il in the lo wland area 
in Mississippi Co unty , Mr. Bro wn 
related, and the rain will definite­ 
ly do no harm. 
With co ntinued go o d weather I 
the planting o v er the area will 
pro bably be co mpleted within the 
nex t 10 day s o r two weeks. 
With the mo dern equipment no w' i 
used by farmers in their o pera­ 
tio ns, a two -week perio d o f dry 
w» eather in the planting seaso n can 
see the entire co unty cro p in the 
gro und since many o f the farm 
o perato rs wo rk o n a 24-ho ur basis 
during the crucial planting time. 
After an early spring seaso n o f 
lain that seemed 
disco uraging, 
weather in the past two weeks has 
been much better, there hav ing 
been little rain 
last 
week and 
fro m 
Friday until the 
present 
there has been co ntinued .fair and 
warmer day s. 
A ro ugh estimate o f the pro spec­ 
tiv e acreage in New Madrid Co un­ 
ty this y ear sho ws abo ut 110,000 
acres that will be so wed to co t­ 
to n, appro x imately 100,000 that 
will be in so y beans, and ano ther 
5 0,000 o r so that will be planted 
in co rn. 
Fo r many co unty farmers, 195 2 
will hav e to be a go o d y ear be­ 
cause o f sho rt harv ests in the past 
three o r fo ur seaso ns. Last y ear the 
co unty was hit by weather. 
The 195 1 spring began with a 
surplus o f rain, barely letting up 
in time fo r planting. That rainy 
seaso n was then 
fo llo wed by a 
fiv e-week dro ught which was a c­ 
co mpanied by sand sto rms that 
damaged cro ps co nsiderably . Then 
in J une rains again flo o ded many 
fields. 
Harv est seaso n 
was bad last 
y ear, to o , because o f the incessant 
rains and many co tto n and bean 
cro ps were lo st during the fall. 
So me 
preparatio ns 
hav e been 
made during the past winter to 
aid the farms in case o f to o much 
rain, co nsiderable ditching hav ing 
been do ne o n co unty farms. 
Those 
ditches will to a great ex tent take 
care o f surplus water and help to 
pro tect cro ps.

WASHINGTON, May 6 —(JP)—A cou rt ru ling that wholesale and 
retail grocers may seek higher price ceilings u nder the Capehart 
Amendment hav e cleared the way for a big increase in the price o f 
many food items. 
The Office of Price Stabilization said today the Ju stice Depart­ 
ment will be ask ed to appeal the decision, of the emergency Co urt o f 
Appeals, to the Su preme Cou rt.

The emergency cou rt held y es­ 
terday that the Capehart Amend- 1 
ment to the Economic Controls 
law applies to wholesalers and re­ 
tailers as well as m anu factu rers 
and processors. 
The cou rt thu s u pheld the con­ 
tention of Safeway Stores, Inc., big 
food chain, that grocers are en­ 
titled to higher ceilings for su ch 
things as cereals, sy ru ps, oils, can­ 
ned and processed foods, noodles, 
flou r, sou ps, condensed milk and 
jellies. 
The amendment grants price ad­ 
ju stments in the ceilings of “any 
m aterial” other than an agricu l­ 
tu ral commodity on the basis of 
rising costs to the seller. This per­ 
mits addition to pre-Korean prices 
of any su ch costs to last Ju ly 26 . 
OPS had rejected the Safeway 
claim. The price agency argu ed 
that langu age of the Capehart 
Amendment applied only to m an­ 
u factu rers 
and 
processors 
who 
hav e been giv en the right to seek 
| higher ceilings. 


James A. Du rham, OPS assistant 
chief cou nsel, said that “ if the Su­ 
preme Cou rt u pholds the decisio n 
it may mean a big increase in the 
price o f fo o d items. 
"We contend 
that Co ngress did 
not intend 
the amendment to ap­ 
ply to grocers. 
The emergency 
cou rt has held o therwise. Under 
the decision, the Capehart Amend­ 
ment wo uld apply to just abo ut 
ev ery body ex cept farmers. It still 
wou ld not cov er agricultural pro ­ 
du cts themselv es.” 
Under the ruling OPS no w must 
consider the Safeway adjustment 
applications—as 
well as tho se o f 
any others who apply —“ o n their 
m erits.” 
OPS contended that co ngressio n­ 
al debate in co nsideratio n o f the 
amendment 
ado pted last summer 
did not indicate such a bro ad ap­ 
plication o f Capehart. On this the 
cou rt said the language o f the 
statu te gav e benefits to who lesal­ 
ers and retailers in dtiditio n to 
o ther oro ups.

W ASHINGTON, May 6—(ZIN— A court ruling that w holesale and 
retail grocers may seek higher price ceilings under the C apehart 
A m endm ent have cleared the way for a big increase in the price of 
m any food items. 
The Office of Price Stabilization said today the Justice D epart­ 
m ent will be asked to appeal the decision, of the em ergency C ourt of 
A ppeals, to the Suprem e Court. 


The em ergency court held yes­ 
terday that the C apehart Amend­ 
m ent to the Economic Controls 
law’ applies to w holesalers and re ­ 
tailers as w ell as m anufacturers 
and processors. 
The court thus upheld the con- ’ 
tent ion of Safew ay Stores, Inc., big 
food chain, that grocers are en- i 
titled to higher ceilings for such 
things as cereals, syrups, oils, can­ 
ned and processed foods, noodles, 
flour, soups, condensed milk and 
jellies. 
The am endm ent grants price ad­ 
justm ents in the ceilings of “any 
m aterial” other than an agricul­ 
tural commodity on the basis of 
rising costs to the seller. This per­ 
mits addition to pre-K orean prices 
of any such costs to last Ju ly 26.
